From tbe New York Time*. 


"Evil be thou my good" seiims to be 
terally the ruling principle with many 
f the leading spirits of Paris. When the 
oor* of the theatres were flung open after 
te peace, and original work began to be 
ilked of, it might have been supposed, 
id wag certainly hoped, that misfortune 


would have had a chastening and purify- 
ng tflect, which would be refleotei even 
rom tbe itage. As a matter of fact, the 
•ry first new play brought out—Marcel- 
ne,«-at the Gymnase—wa( one of tha 
rosiest plots ever conceived even in Paris, 
nd a forthcoming drama of which we 
ave heard is said in this respect to be no 
better. In spite of these and other simi- 


idioations, the Parisian journalist* 


lave made a notable ditoovery, which is 
lat their city ia not vicious enough to be 
rosperous. Tbe place haa got to be a 
ore, they say, and there U not half aa 
ouch foreign gold spent there as io the 
[Ood old wicked times of the Empire. This 
s a terrible argument in behalf of Napo- 
eon, and the nice question arise* with the 
.epnblicau journals whether it may not 
le possible io be prosperously naughty 
under Democratic institutions, or in other 
words, if vice and liberty cannot be made 
lompatible. 


Under these delicate circumstances, the 
xoellent and patriotic Figaro has hit 
pon an idea. The problem is how to get 
lack t'le rich strangers that onoe adorned 
"'an-, ut who now shun it like apesti- 
enu , f ho loved the gilding and purple

How 
re these Sybarites to be restore 1 Io their 
llegiance, these Ephraims to be joined 
again to their idol* ? Clearly, reasons the 
scrupulous and sagacious Figaro, by 
making things attractive to them. Let 
(leasure be sufficiently seductive, and the 
rearieatand most jaded must succumb. 
tbe project, then, is to turn Paris into a 
kind of Baden-Baden. Tho Palaiee d' 
nduetrie will make, it ia pointed oat, a 
nperb karasaal, and beur about the same 
elation to it that the Crystal Palace does 
0 a glass ooacb. Ia this charming situa- 
ion, 
in an edifice "decorated with the 


name* of the most illustrious of earth's 
worthies, and once the centre of the 
choicest works of man," the spectacle ol 
what in this country would be styled a 
'champion gambling hell," would be, it ia 
thought, appropriate and inspiring. To 
olntoh the sceptre of chance as it falls from 
he hands of Hombnrg and Baden-Baden, 
a unite the glories of both under ont 
sumptuous roof, is a conception altogether 
ivortby of its source. Those temples ol 
everith jr>y, are soon, we are informed, to 
ye shut, and so will no longer be a source 
of revenue to the German treasury. Why 
not, then, grasp the golden prize, and fer- 
ret Sedan and Gravelotte, in the enjoy- 
ment of those streams of wealth that may 
thus be diverted from the hated victors ? 


That the idea is seriously discussed may

Nobody with money and leisure 
It is argued, can possibly resist this deli 
clous bait of limitless hazard on a magnin 
cent scale and at all hours The rush frott 
everywhere will "fill the hotels, cram the 
theatres, foster the jewellers and traiteur* 
and restore to Paris that gayety ant 
charming public naughtiness, tbe loss o 
which her reactionary journalist* so tear 
fully deplore." If this beautiful conoep 
tion is carried out—and it really ia eeri 
onaly threatened—it will be a fine practi 
oal illustration of the old truth that be 
neath what seems to be the lowest depth 
of degredatioa there may be a loner still 
That so shameful a project should be de 
liberately canvassed ia a sad proof of tbe 
moral degeneracy of the French character 
Paris haa suffered bitter misfortunes, un 
dergone greviona mortifications, and foi 
these she challenges and receives tha sym 
pathy of civilized mankind. But ehouk 
this infamous design be consummated, wi 
apprehend that few decent people any 
where would regret it if the last ani 
crowning calamity were to come upon her 
and Paris be blotted from the earth evei 
as were the "Cities of the Plain."

these early contra-dances are richer thai 
the round dances, and have a somewba 
aristocratic appearance. Beethoven wrot 
several of them, and, in adding a catalogn 
of his works to the Sonts Op. IOC, con 
sidered them worth mentioning. The ap 
pendiz gives six, some of them monotou 
ous and tedious, as for example, tbe vari 
ona parts of the handler. 


In the first decade of the present 


tnry the contra-danccs gradually di**p 
peared before tbe livelier Scottish dance 
the minuet being occasionally trodden ai 
an exhibition of personal skill. lumnsii 
generally pretty, was sometimes, pompon 
nod pathetic; its memory haa been hand* 
down to ns by the minuet in Don Jua 
and by Beethoven'* Stptuor.
